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THE  HISTORY  OF  LEEDS  WARD 


f  Road  Valley,  welcomed  its  first  settlers  in  the  spring 

ot  1867.  They  came  to  Harrisburg  three  miles  to  the  south. 

A  town  was  organized  December  1st  of  that  year,  with  Benjamin  Stringham  as 
t'residmg  Elder.  The  town  was  given  the  name  of  “Bennington”  in  his  honor. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  May,  1869,  under  the  direction  of  Erastus  Snow,  Elder 
Stringham  requested  that  the  town  be  renamed  Leeds  after  Leeds,  England  where 
Stringham  had  served  a  mission. 

Organizational  matters  as  recorded  at  that  time  are  very  confusing.  However  Leeds 
was  a  part  of  the  Harrisburg  Branch  and  under  a  Presiding  Elder,  and  his  counselors. 
1  he  Harrisburg  Branch  was  attached  to  the  Washington  Ward  with  Robert  Covington 


Later  the  Leeds  members  were  attached  to  the  Toquerville  Ward.  It  seems  at  this 
time  that  each  village  or  town  had  its  own  Presiding  Elder.  Those  who  served  in  that 

^pacity  over  Leeds  were,  inconsecutive  order:  Solomon  Angell,  James  Lewis,  and 
Urson  B.  Adams. 

towns,  Leeds  and  Harrisburg  were  organized  as  a  ward 
vnth  Winj«  D.  Fuller  as  Bishop.  He  was  set  apart  by  President  Brigham  Young 

George  Albert  Smith,  and  John  W.  Young.  * 

T  j  Fuller  moved  to  Arizona.  Goudy  Hogan  was  made  Bishop  of 

Leeds  and  Harrisburg  was  made  an  appendage. 

A  rock  building  that  served  as  a  chapel  and  school  house  was  constructed  in  1875 
1  tus  twenty-three  by  thirty-six  foot  structure  had  in  its  belfry  a  bell  brought  west  bv 
Johnston  s  Army.  °  ^ 

Bishop  Hogan  moved  his  family  to  Orderville  in  the  spring  of  1877,  and  was  gone  a 
great  deal.  During  his  absence  Zemira  Palmer  presided  temporarily  over  the  ward. 

In  December  of  that  year  Bishop  Hogan  was  released  and  George  H.  Crosby  took  his 
place.  Bishop  Crosby  served  until  1885  when  he  resigned  to  move  to  Arizona.  When  he 
November  7.  the  ward  was  put  in  charge  of  his  1st  counselor,  Joseph 
1 .  Wilkinson  assisted  by  counselor  B.  Y.  McMullin. 

Young  McMullin  was  set  apart  to  preside  over  the  Ward. 
In  1891-92,  under  the  Bishop’s  supervision  a  rock  tithing  office  was  built.  It  had  a 
cellar  and  was  surrounded  by  a  rock  wall. 

Bishop  McMullin  was  released  November  12,  1913,  and  David  Stirling  took  his 
place  He  served  until  September  16.  1928.  and  then  Ira  Edward  McMullin  was  called. 

Under  Bishop  McMullm’s  supervision,  a  new  chapel  was  started  November  4.  1929. 
It  incorporated  into  its  structure  the  old  rock  chapel  and  cost  |10,450.  The  ward’s 
sh^e  was  15,600.  President  Heber  J.  Grant  dedicated  it  September  30,  1930. 

The  Bishops  following  McMullin  were  Stanley  Fuller.  Charles  Allen.  Clair  Stirling. 
C^yfe^So^lin^^  Fager,  Merlin  Sullivan,  Ray  Gleave.  and  our  present  Bishop, 

Our  present  chapel  was  built  under  the  supervision  of  Bishop  Gleave.  Ground 
breaking  was  August  31,  1974.  It  was  dedicated  March  21,  1976  by  Elder  Thomas  S 
Monson,  and  cost  a  litde  over  $500,000. 

There  were  on  the  average  of  240  members  in  the  ward  through  the  year  1979.
